"Such I believe the immodest dress of 
some few society women to be, and 
against such immodesty I have made that 
silent protest which is every woman’s 
right and duty to make, by having my 
own dresswaists cut in a sty le, which, so 
far as modesty is concerned, I should be 
quito willing to have all women to whom 
this sty le of dress is becoming and com­ 
fortable follow. 
I approve of evening 
dress which shows the neck and arms. 
I 
do not approve any dress which shows 
the bust 
Between the neck and bust 
there is a liue alway s to be drawn, and it 
is as clear to the most frivolous society 
woman as to the anatomist. 
This line 
need never be passed, and a fashionable 
woman’s low'-uecked evening dress need 
never be immodest. 
If it is so it is. be­ 
cause she prefers it to be so. It is wholly 
false, so far as I have observed, that a 
"shocking scarcity of waists and sleeves 
marks the gowns of society women.” 
This is sadly and painfully true of a few 
"society wonTCn,” and it is indeed shock­ 
ing, nauseating, revolting, and deserving 
of thestrongest denunciation on the score 
of morality , beauty , health, and every 
other consideration which good men and 
women should conspire to preserve and 
exact. 
There is need of very few words 
ou this subject, and no argument. 
Any 
American woman cau wear the waist of 
her evening dress up to the lobes of her 
ears if she likes; there is no queen to com­ 
mand her appearance in low corsage. 
She can also, alas! so contrive her dress 
that by the exposure of her person all 
true social ethics and esthetics as well are 
revolted. 
Retweeu the two there is ad? 
appropriate and * beautiful and modest 
mean, which all can, if they will, follow.” 


These are sensible words from Miss 
Rose; but the acknowledgement by the 
lady that there is still incapitolean society 
many ladies who indulge in the decollette 
in feminine attire leads T h e T e le gra ph 
to believe that the newspapers are not 
far out of the way in charging that there 
is much gay ity in Washington as well as 
a decided lack of "Jeffersonian simplici 
ty .”

the world, Ja y U o u ld , has thrown tho chal­ 
lenge in our teeth, and bidden us come on to 
the conflict. 
“ There can l)o no compromise 
in this case,” he says. 
“ There is no room 
for compromise. 
1 am bound to fight this 
question to the bitter end for tho very rea­ 
son that tho strikers have confessed that 
they have no grievances against our com­ 
pany.” 
8o says Mr. G ould 
W e have wearied the press and worn the 
the types of the world in stating grievances 
and demanding 
opportunity 
to present 
them to Mr. 
Goul i and las lieutenants. 
W o have offered them the highest channels 
that represent us in tho nation to meet him 
upon any held: wo have sought, we havo 
pleaded, 
wo havo demanded that wo be 
heard. 
To a ll this Mr. Gould has turned a 
deaf ear. 
There can be no question that 
were his cause just and ho tho injured 
innocence in which ho poses, ho would see 
our representatives and hear our complaints. 
Tho very cowardice which appeals to a 
court born and reared in lu xury, and which 
cannot, in tho nature of things, enter into 
sym pathy w ith a poor man, and to which 
were he a poor man, he would not appeal, 
condemns him. 
That 
cowardice which 
shuns a Held on which “ thrice armed is he 
who katu hi 4 battle just,” and on which 
field he dare not meet us. condemns him. 
And now before tho world we challenge 
him to hear our complaints, for ho says We 
have none. 
Before the world wo impeach 
his veracity when ho says we havo not pre­ 
sented them. 
Before tho world let tho tria l 
go on. 
Distorted technicalities m ay obtain 
in the courts which he controls, and through 
the golden spectacles he places upon them 
they m ay > ee but the rights of wealth. 
Bu t 
to that grander, higher court, that court 
whose verdict is final as it is righteous—to 
that wo appeal, and this is our case. 
A fter 
spurning our pleas for m any months, after 
im periously ignoring every ¡»otition pre­ 
sented; after violating sacred compacts and 
then intervening federal authority to shield 
his perfidy; altar crushing the lile and hope 
out of poor men by holding them to hard 
labor at 55 cents a pay until every vestige 
of manhood rose in revolt, then ha turns to

no doubt, 
with tones of pathos and flowing team 
He 
poses as a suffering victim , bleeding at 
every lore from tho assaults of the hideous 
in«mster Lil or. 
He poses, 
he pleads, lie 
weeps and, 
lo, 
tho legal mind bows its 
sym pathetic ho.id and renders its verdict on 
exparto testimony. 
Fortified 
by 
such 
wonderful logic, Gould arises behind his im ­ 
promptu moot court and threatens to sue 
every K night of Labor ill tho land. 
O, 
shame, where is thy blush! 
The archflehd 
of oppression, 
the bloated vam pire of tho 
body politic threatens openly to invade tho 
sacred <*ircle of our homos to satiate his 
greed. 
He seeks to ovorawo and terrorize 
the weak, and beget treason in our ranks. 
Knights of Labor hear us; Mr. Gould is 
allowed to make such threats as these to in­ 
tim idate us and our friends, when, were one 
of us to threaten thus, some sapient court 
would order our arrest and condemn us for 
contempt. 
Mr. Gould aud his wise council 
wt'll know that both the decision and the 
threat are sheer buncombe, and such silly 
emanations are an insult to the intelligence 
of our school boys, and a challenge to the 
courage of our grandmothera 
Fellow workmen, we have against us in 
this conflict, flrA , the great corporations; 
wcond, the terrorized merchants, who dare 
not claim their souls as against said cor­ 
porations; third, the scabs. 
If to any of 
these three you belong, now is your time. 
Cowards to the rear, scabs to tho enemy, 
and men to the front! 
The great enemy is 
before us.
